Markcila Edwards mado a dramatic an- 
nouncementatThursday’sStudentS enatemect- 
ing, She told the Scnate of her resignation as 
directorofthe American Multicultural Students 
(AMS) the day before. 

The Senate was considering removing 
Edwards from office because of mismanage- 
mentofAMS fundsandnotfulfilling theagency 
director’s obligations, . 

“Weappointed her back in March, and she’s 
been in the position for seven months,” Sen. 
Mark Rabick, chairman of the Oversight Com- 
milice, said, “Tt was our fecling that aficr seven 
months if you don’tknow what your job is and 
you haven’t made an effort to find out, 
something’s wrong.” 

In addition to a list of spending discrepan- 
cies, Rabick also cited Edwards’ failure to up- 
hold tier responsibilities as an agency director. 

“Intheagency director’ shandbaok,anagrec- 
ment outlincs terms of appointment, a written 
monthly report of budget, regular attendance at 
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meetings, the posting and keeping of regular 
office hours, and written reports of activitics,” 
Rabick said, “All these terms and conditions 
have not been met. There have also been com- 
plaints within and outside AMS concerning 
lack of responsibilitics in duties.” 

Rabik said the Oversight Committes felt “it 
was in the best interest of AMS that Student 
Governmentperformsthismotion (forEdwards’ 
removal).” 

Edwards wasgiventhechancetospeakatthe 
Scnate mecting to present her viewpoint. 

“The agency dircctor’s handbook wasn’t 
given to me until the second weck of August,” 
Edwards said, “And as far as the reports are 
concerned, (Chief Administrative Officer) 
Schulz never gave me a deadline, 

“Thatoffice (AMS) isscrewed up. Thereare 
different ways of running that office, AMS 
should get its own student advisor like ISS 
Qntemational Student Services) and given the 
attention it needs, The umbrella of HSO (His- 
panic Student Organization), AAO (African 
American Organization) and NASA (Native 


American Student Association) is unclear, A 
task force should be formed,” Edwards told the 
Senate. 

Sen, Matt Amold questioned Edwardsabout 
her lack of knowledge regarding her dutics as 
AMS director, 

“Your No. f defense at the Oversight Com- 
milice mecting (held on Sept. 10) was ‘I don’t 
know’,” Amold said, “Don’t you think seven 
months in office is enough time toknow?” 

“I’m confused,” Edwards responded, 

Sen, Mike Kennedy asked Edwards if there 
was anything else she would like to say. 

- “Iresignedasofyesterday,"Edwardssaid, “I 
came to this campus to get an education, and 
that’s what comes first,” 

Linda Evans, former president of HSO, ex- 
pressed heropinionon what an agency director 
should do. 

“I’ve been president of HSO for three years 
now and gone through two directors,” she said. 
“T saw how things are run and I learned. You 
takeresponsibility on yourselftoknow your job 
and leam it, I needed guidance on how to do 


things rightand { felt I was not getting that from 
Ms. Edwards. We need adircctor to help us get 
this done and done right.” 

Annette Crowder, vice president of AAO, 
told the Senate how dic AAO was affected by 
Edwards’ term in office. 

“ThemomentEdwardstookoffice, tieAAO 
distanced ourselves, Not because ofhercompe- 
tency or responsibility, she’s an independent 
worker, Oncthing though, shedidn’taskeothers’ 
opinions. It was unfortunate we had to distance 
ourscives, and I wish it had not come down to 
this.” 

John Pappan, president of NASA, spoke of 
his goals for the next director, 

“The AMSisgrowing,’Pappansaid. “Look- 
ing into the future, we need a bigger office or 
threcoffices(foreachagency). Hopefully, some- 
thing better will come out of this.” 

Edwards was again recognized to speak and 
addressed the Senate with her concerns for 
AMS. ‘

ageneics,” he said, 


Asof yet, Culver has no specific projects but will probably 
begin its work by studying various need of perspectivecollege - 


students, his said, 


“They. will probably begin by understanding our organiza- 
tionandthencedsofourcustomers, Then we'llsce what wecan 
team. Youcouldsay it’slikearcality check. We'll scehow their 


ideas will compare with ours,” Cartier said. 
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The Nebraska Legislature will meet in a 
special session this week to discuss two propos- 
als for cutting the state’s budget. Included in 
both proposals is a $4.3 million reduction from 
the University of Nebraska operating budget. 

Gov. Ben Nelson has proposed $119 mil- 
lion in overall cuts for the next Uires years, 
while the Legislature's Appropriations Com- 
mittec has approved a $113 million cut. 

AccordingtoSen. Brad Ashford, amember. 
of the Appropriations Committee, increased 
Medicaid costs is the main ceason for the 
necded cuts. 

“I think people should know that Medicaid 
is a federally mandated entitlement which 
meansthe federal government tells us what we 


have tocoveras faras Medicaid. Therefore, we 
have to find cuts to make up for these ex- 
penses,” he said, 

Sen. Scott Moore, chairman of the Apipro- 
printions Committce, said the state’s budget 
crisis warrants the session, instead of waiting 
until January when the Legislature normally 
convenes. 

“There’sactuallya$153 million shortfallin 
the budget, and we need to address those 
concems now so we can spread out the cuts 
over a three-year poriod instead of over two 
years. There’s no use waiting to salve the 
problem,” he said. 

Sen. Bud Robinson, atso a member of the 
committee, added, “ie’simportantthat wehave 
the session now so that state agencies have 
more time to come up with those cuts.” 
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Although the Appropriations Commitice 
approved Nelson's request for the $4.3 million 
in cuts from the University of Nebraska oper- 
ating budget, Moore said the committee de- 
cidednottodelay acapitaicanstruction project 
for UNO's Aris and Sciences Buitding. The 
governor had proposed a two-year delay for 
the project. 

GaryCarsico, UNO vicechancellorofbusi- 
nessand finance, said he was pleased with the 
commitice’s decision not to delay the cenova- 
tion of the Aris and Scicnees Building. 

“Ie’s a very important amount of work that 
needs to be done in the building. There's a lot 
of heating and electrical work that’s needed,” 
Carrico said.

“The university budget cuts are not final- 
ized. The arguments about these cuts will be 
discussed during the next two wecks. We will 
know a lot more at that time,” Ashford said. 

Otto Bauer, vice chancellor of academic 
affairs, said he prefered not to make any com- 
ment on what impact, if any, cuts will have 
until after the session is completed.

Before 
Andrew, the domestic courts dealt with 35 to40 emergency cases 
aday. A circuit court judge said the load was now in the 70s. 
TheOmaha YWCA-WomenA gainst Violence program urged 
thecity council to increase their budget from $42,000 to $50,000. 
They have not had an increase in six years yet the number of 
individuals it serves has increased, At the same city council 
meeting, they entertained the idea of giving $1 million to the zoo.

A recently released study conducted by 
three physicians at the University of Ne- 
braska Medical Center has shown that se- 
vere head injury rates have declined by 54 
percent after Nebraska scinstated a manda- 
tory helmet-use law. 

The study, done by Rebert Muclicman, 
Edward Mlinck and Paul Collicott, docu- 
mented the cffccts of the helmet-use law on 
crash, fatality and severe head injury rates, 
as wellas acute medical charges in Nebraska 
over a two-ycar period. 

Muclleman undertook the study to deter- 
mine if opponents of the helmet law were 
correctin claiming that helmets lack signifi- 
cart medical benefits. 

“Opponents were making claims that hiel- 
mets were causing crashes because they re- 
strict riders sight and hearing,” Muelleman 
said, “They claimed that the weight of hel- 
mets causcd an increase in skull base frac- 
ture and ccrvical-spine injuries.” 

He said these claims were not based on 
fact, 
“If anything, there was a decline in these 
types of injuries,” Muclleman said. 

The Medical Center study found that the 
percentage of injured motorcyclists with se- 
rious brain or head injuries was much lower 
the year after the law was enacted as com- 
pared with the provious year. 

The study also revealed a two-thirds re- 
duction in the number of serious head inju- 
rics when helmets were wor. 

To goeven further, Muclicman said there 
were simifarly sharp declines in the number 
and the rates of reported injuries, hospital 
transports and admissions, severe non-head 
injurics and deaths. 

“1 don’t have a problem with helmet law 
opponents arguing that their personal free- 
dom is being taken away,” Muelleman said. 
“But when they start using medical data to 
argue their case, then I have a problem.”

Bikers Aiming Towards Education (ABATE)

UNO will host the first annual Journalist-Thon Oct. 3 in 
the Dodge Room of the Student Center. The purpose of the 
Sournalist-Thon is to raise money for various journalist 
organizations and to help people become better journal 
writers, according to David Martin one of the instructors for 
the program. 

“There are many things you can do with a journal. itis 
most effective for writers of ail levels.

Interested participants may attend for free if they bring in 
$25 in pledges from the community. These pledges will be 
divided up between various organizations and the Journal 
Writers fund which was a network started by the students in 
Martin's class. He said the network was started to help 
students keep in touch. 

Some of the money will be used to support the Literacy 
Councit which helps teach people of all ages to write. The 
pledges will be on a per hour basis and will be muttiplicd by 
the number of hours the participant stays. 

The program will be taught by high school and college 
instructors from throughout the community.

TheSt Cloud State University (SCSU) Huskies held UNO to 
just nine yards rushing on their way to a 31-13 victory over the 
Mavs in front of 2,800 fans at Selke Field. 

The loss, in the North Central Conference (NCC) opener for 
bothschools, dropped UNO'srecord to 2-1 overalland0-I inthe 
conference. St. Cloud State, now 2-1 overall, is 1-0in the NCC, 

UNO Quarterback Josh Lucdike had another strong game for 
the Mavs. Thesophomorecompleted 1Soutof 29 passes for 176 
yards and two touchdowns. The running game was stifled, 
though, asthe Mavscould manageonly nine yardson 20carries, 

“I don’t really think St. Cloud did anything to beat us,” 
Luedike said. “T think that our biggest problem is that we didn’t 
play within ourselves. We just didn’t exccute the way wehad to 
in order to win.” 

While SCSU’s defense shut down the Mavs, the Huskies’ 
offense amassed 360 total yards. 

“Tthink thestyleofoffense St. Cloud State used against us gave 
ustiemost problems,” said Mav defensive back Rodney Bradley. 

“They threw a tot of multiple sets at us. We thought they 
would doa lot of straight-ahead running, which is what they've 
done to us the last couple of times we've played, but this time 
they bafanced out the run and pass more,” he said. 

For the first time this season, UNO"s defense gave up points 
in the firstquarter, and it wason the Huskies’ first possession of
